On the tenth of March came divers Letters from Gy 
Smyrna, Livorn and Venice, ogg our Fews (uch comfort 
News, that yeſterday they teſtified ſuch joy, as never was 
here before: The matter was this, That now the four Proph 
which the King Sabbathi expected from Aleppo, to zccom 
him for Canſftantinopte, were come; and that on the 18 
December, the King, who a while had kept in at Smyrna, wes 
forth jn publick; which the Twrks perceiving, went to the Cal 
of the Town, ſaying, There was one that profeſſed himſelf to he + - 
King of the Fews : The Cadi or Sheriff of the Town jug” 
that matter pertained to the Baſla, ſent to him about it, Ret. 


firſt grew angry, reſolving to Maſſacre all the Fews, and ook |

' Purpoſe gave order to his Captains to bee ready for the wit. 
morning : But that very night appeared to them the Prog. 
Eligs in a fiery Colomn, ſaying to him , Take keed of doing MS 
harm to the Fews. This ſo terrified and firuck down his nah 
that he craved pardon ; and conſequently, inſtead of executi 
his Cruel Defign, he gave forth order, not to do any harm 
any Few. from thenceforth the King marched np, 
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down the City without any moleſtation. On a night as the King 
went to bathe himſelf in a River, (that is, as 1s the manner ot 
Penitents, to waſh themſelves with cold water, yea, in the midft 
of Winter ) the Conftable of the Watch met him, and asked if 
he was a Few ; and becauſe the King did not anſwer, he life up 
his Staff to ſtrike him; but feeling his arm grow ſtiff, and not 
able to move it more, he cryed out, T now acknowledge thou art 
the King, pray pardon me : He ſaid, Stay till it be morning; and 
then he reſtored him inthe Name of the God of Iſrael. On the 
5th or 6th of Fanuary, the King with his four Prophets took 
Ship to go to Conſtantinople, without any Mariner, Cas ſome lay) 

or Pilate. Hee being aboard the Slip, was taken up in a fiery 
x Colomn, and went ſo (wiſt, that the King commanded to take 
| ſome Port, becauſe he was to arrive at Conſtantinople not before 
che 17th of Schebet (or fanuary 21. ) Note, that the number 
of Prophets doth encreale daily, amongſt Women and Children, 
as hs 6 amongſt Men; and that El:as bad ſhewed himſelf at 
Conſtantinople, Smyrne, Aleppo, and divers other places, and 
that publickly, ſpeaking unto the people openly. There are 
Prophets likewiſe at Conſtantinople. - And by reaſon of Elias his 
appearing and (peaking to them, there was celebrated great joy 
In their Synagogues. This the Great Tixrk having heard, ſenc 
;- for ſome of the cbieſfelt of the Jewiſh Synagogue, and askt them 
| about ther Ring: They ſaid, They knew none but bim(ſelf: He 
commanded them to deliver hjm into his hands within ſeven 
dayes, if not, that they al] ſhonld be pug to death, 

This made a great ſtir at Conftantinopis amongſt both Fiws 
and Turks: The Mother of the Great Turk being warned by 
Eli himſelf, came to her Son , beſeeching him to Revoke his 
Sentence z but to no effeft. The next day arole a great Obſcu- 
rity in the Tawn, which lafted two dayes and two nighes , ſo 
that one could not ſee another, and afterward there fell a ſbowre 
of Hail-ſtones as big as Hens Eggs, able to kill a man ; whence 
the 
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the common people were fo affrighted , that they cryed ourg'F 
That all this was occaſioned by the Sentence pronounced; 
againſt the Fews: and prayed the Great Lord to revoke his Sens. © 
rence: But all this was 1n vain, had not God (ent to him the . 
Prophet El/ixs , warning him not to do any harm unto the fewg 
and inftrufting him how he ſhould deal with the Kinz. Thig: © 
then being hapned , and the Great Turk being quite chuagh f 
he ſent again for the chief Rabbies, and told chem , he would: 
ſend an Ambaſſadour for their King and receive him honourably, 
as he didindeed. But it came not to Smyrna, till after the des. 
parture of the King. So much for a Compendium of thoſe fore-' F:

Now concerning the arrival of the King , at Conſtantinople, : 
it's affirmed from Venice January the 6. that the Great Lord re>' 5 
ceived him with much reipe&; ſetting him on Horſeback , _ 
on his right hand, &c. But to be ſure in theſe particulars, wg* 
muſt expect yet one ſeven-night longer. As for the two Tribeg?

from Alcaire, Livorn, and Venice, ſo many letters, and of-fo 
great credit, that all of them publickly in their Synagogues do 
now believe,that the Tribes of Reuben,Gad, and the kalt of Ma- 
naſſeh are come to Gaza, as the Prophet Nathan foretold. And 
that at Smyrna, King Sabbathai Levi, doth now publickly ſhew 
bimſelf abroad, and profeſſech himſelf to be King of the Jews. 
For hitherto, for a time he lay incognito, untill by ſigns and 
many wonders ; he had demonſtrated he did a in the Name of 
God, and not in his own. Among which ſigns whereby he 
proved himſelf to be ſent of God; is, That he foretold the fud- 
den death of ſome men, and the very day thereof, And that he 
premoniſhed men of an obſcure. darknefſe, with a marvelous 
ſhowre of Hail. And eſpecially he commanded a Fire to be made 
| In a publick place, in. the preſence of many beholders; as well 
of Chriſtians, as of Turks, and Jewes ; and entered into the fire 
twice or thrice, without any hurt to his Garments, or to an hair 
of his head : With cheſe, and the like prodigious ſigns he hath 
now gained (o great authority to himſelf; that he is not afraid 
to goin the ſtreets of the City in kingly manner , with a great 
Retinue of Attendants, Yei, moreover the King ſaid; he is 
ſuddenly to go to Conflantinople ; And that in the month of Tune 
next , The Redemption of Iſrael will by publiſhed throughout the

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whole World. And which is mqre, now cape ſome Letters frg 
Venice, und Yiepne, which aftiyen the King js arrived at Cot 
tinopte, and is there Reverently received : which thing, if th 
this day or che nexc,tidings froni Conſtant inpple will tell us.
